The Selectmen having conferred with members of the dif- 
ferent departments, have given the subject of appropria- 
tions mutual consideration which resulted in recommending 


to the voters the following estimates for the current year :

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SCHOOLS. 


The Selectmen estimate for the support of schools $16,000, the 
same as was appropriated last year, which includes the paying of 
teachers, janitors and truant officers. 

By looking over the school account it will be seen that the Com- 
mittee have overdrawn $792.95, but by deducting the State school 
fund, $255.81, and the amount received from Needham $168, 
leaves the net overdraw for Schools $369.14. 

The citizens will readily understand that the rapid increase of 
scholars necessitates the formation of new schools. 

The Selectmen have been informed by the School Committee 
that two primary schools had to be opened during the year, at 
an extra cost of about $600 for teachers; yet while we respect- 
fully invite the voters to appropriate $16,000, we would not 
oppose a larger amount. 


For further particulars see School Committee’s Report. 


REPAIRS OF SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The Selectmen estimate for books for poor children, school appa- 
ratus, furniture and repairing school-houses, $1,000. 

We think for a town of this size where there are so many schools 
and so much furniture to provide and keep in repair, and poor 
children to furnish with books, that the above amount is not any 
too large. 

Last year the town appropriated $1,500, which amount has been 
overdrawn $116.75. We will not overlook the fact that the Com- 


xs 
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mittee had to repair extensively and paint many of the school 
buildings which added greatly to the expense. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


The Selectmen estimate for this department $5,000. No doubt 
the voters understand that the keeping of the three town horses, 
and paying drivers, is charged to this department. Last year the 
town made a like appropriation; and the account wiil show that 
we have exceedea the appropriation $689.28. The Selectmen 
confess that they are not wholly free from blame in allowing such 
to be the case; but after the money was worked out it was thought 
best to do a little repairing, for there have been so many pretexts 
for entering suit against the town for pretended injuries on 
supposed defective highways, it was deemed advisable to make 
some repairs and build some fences in order to prevent care- 
less and reckless drivers from trying to commit suicide in the 
limits of our town. 

_ For further particulars about Highways, see Highway Sur- 
veyors’ reports. 

POLICE. 

The Selectmen deem it most advisable to estimate for the de- 
partment of Police $3,000. The Selectmen and citizens are for- 
tunate in having in their employ as police the present faithful and 
efficient officers, and there is no department that claims the foster- 
ing care of the citizens more than this one. 

No one can calculate with any degree of certainty the incal- 


_culable benefit they are in a town like Natick. For by their pre- 


sence every thing is peaceful, with no turbulence on our streets or 
thoroughfares, no serious disasters or conflagrations ; in short with 
our town so wrapped up in order and decorum, and peace and 
quietness reigning supreme in our town, it might be that some 
persons without thought or study would think it a department that 
was not worthy of any great amount of credit; but if such 
persons, if there are any, would pause and reflect that without such 
an effective force, all this calm aud security, all this peace and repose, 
and all this safety and confidence which we now so lavishly enjoy 
might be reversed and substituted in its stead, confusion, tumult 
and insecurity. 

We have given to this subject our most careful consideration and 
earnestly recommend to all lovers of law and order to appropriate 


the above estimate. 
a 
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LICENSE. 

The Selectmen licensed thirty-three persons to sell spirituous 
liquors and twelve to sell malt beverages and received for the 
same $4,100 ; by law the State was paid one-fourth of that amount 
or $1,025, and the balance, $3,075, credited to the town. 

In 1879 thirty-eight persons were licensed, for which was 
received $3,300. 

It will be observed seven more licenses were granted, and $800 
more received in 1880 than in the previous year. 

No doubt the Selectmen will incur the censure of many just and 
honest citizens, and the criticism of many in the business for 
increasing the number, but it should be borne in mind by both 
classes, that if the Selectmen grant licenses at all, that it is impos- 
sible if they mean to be fair and just to all our citizens to discrim- 
inate in such a manner that would favor and license some, and 
refuse perhaps equally good citizens from a like privilege; this 
would be establishing a privileged class in our community, a thing 
which we do not desire to do. All thinking men must admit that 
there are far too many in the business and that those who are thus 
employed are suffering on that account, together with the fact that 
drinking spirituous or malt liquors is on the decrease in Natick. — 

But this business, like that of any other, will regulate itself; men 
who keep the best and most orderly places and furnish the best sup- 
plies, will command the trade, while those who cannot secure pat- 
ronage will naturally be compelled to leave the business. 

Last year the Selectmen recommended to the citizens the pro- 
priety of choosing some person or persons whose duty it would be 
to enforce the law; the voters appreciating the suggestion, made 
choice of three gentlemen and voted all the money accruing from 
licenses for that purpose. 

But for some reason or reasons best known to themselves they 
did not choose to act; certain it is they did not call upon the 
Selectmen for any legal or pecuniary assistance. 

The great problem of how to regulate the liquor traffic has under- 
gone another specific change and the people will be called upon at 
the annual meeting to decide upon the im portant question, ‘*Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicatinz liquors in this 
town?” We congratulate the citizens that under the Local Option 
Law they will have the opportunity of voting directly on the ques-

tion. This will relieve the Selectmen of a great responsibility and 
place the question wholly in the hands of the voters, the true 
source of all power. 


MILITARY AND SOLDIERS’ AID. 


The Selectmen estimate for the payment of military aid, 
under Chapter 252 of the Acts of 1879, and for assisting poor and 
worthy soldiers and their families $1,200. 

In February we paid $195, and received back from other 
towns for that month $47, and the State pays one-half the balance 
or $74. | 

Our report of expenses for Military and Soldiers’ aid will 
show the yearly account. We think the above sum will be suffi- 
cient for the coming year. 

It is but just to say in regard to the disbursing of this meri- 
torious and worthy aid, that the Selectmen and citizens are under 
great obligations to Post 63, Grand Army of. the Republic, 
for their untiring efforts and indefatigable energy in aiding and as- 
sisting the town officers by investigating and recommending 
worthy and needy applicants for the people’s munificent bounty. 


COLLECTION AND ABATEMENT OF TAXES. 


The Selectmen estimate for the collection of taxes and abate- 
ments $2,5C0; and believe a less sum would be insufficient to 
meet the uses that this appropriation is made for. 

The total valuation of property assessed last year was $4,682,- 
960, and the amount of money raised by assessment $66,590.30. 

It will readily be acknowledged that with the large amount 
of property to be assessed, and money raised by assessment, that 
the abatements must naturally be large. 

It may be said that the Assessors can estimate for overlays, 
and we readily grant the fact, and they claim, and in their report 
this year state, that they have overlays to the amount of $2,657.23. 

But the overlays cannot be made use of by the Selectmen to 
offset the overdraws of this appropriation. 

Last year the town appropriated $1,500 for this department 
and that amount has been overdrawn, $1,753.09. 
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REMARKS OF OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The Overseers of the Poor deem it unnecessary to make a 
separate report as the Selectmen’s account to which we respectfully 
refer the tax-payers will clearly explain the operations of this 
department. 

Last year the appropriation was reduced $500 from the two 
preceding years, at the suggestion of the Overseers of the Poor. 
The outlook at that time of the revival of business in Natick was 
most encouraging, the country was entering on a career of pros- 
perity that has been happily developed by a general revival of 
business, but unhappily for Natick we have not felt any of its im- 
mediate benefits. Business in our town has been unusually 
dull, and our artisans, mechanics and laborers have many of them 
been unemployed during a large portion of the year; but ‘let 
us hope and fondly anticipate that the coming year will see Natick 
take her former place in the list as the banner town for thrift and 
enterprise and that our laborers may find sufficient employment 
for self-subsistence. 

The account rendered by the Warden of almshouse exhibits its 
usual good record, the net cost being $1,180.79. The average 
number of inmates during the year were 6; present number, 4.

Number of travellers entertained at the almshouse 203 or 2,609 
less than in 1878 and 1,381 less than in 1879. 

The net cost for support of poor outside the almshouse includ- 
ing insane persons in hospitals and persons confined in reforma- 
tory establishments was $3,994.54. We are sorry to say that it is 
the largest yearly amount that ever was paid out for their sup- 
port. The report of 1880, page 28, will show that the net cost 
for support of poor out of almshouse was $2,609.57, or $1,384.97 
less than this year. We regret this showing and can only attri- 
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bute it in part to the depression in business in our town during the 
past year, and partly to the increase of our poor in the Insane 
hospitals. We have at present seven inmates in the Insane hospi- 
tals and each inmate’s board costs $3.50 per week, making the ex- 
pense for board $1,274 a year. A majority of the inmates we 
have to provide with clothing and other expenses, such as the 
destruction of property, etc., by the violent insane. It is setting 
the sum for clothing and other incidentals quite low to place it at 
$300, making a total expense of $1,574 that must be charged to 
the poor account. The amount paid last year for the support of 
this unfortunate class of our fellow citizens was $1,185.08. 

We paid to other towns for persons having a settlement in 
Natick, but living in said towns, $443.08; making $1,628.16 
that was paid for the support of insane and Natick’s poor living 
in other towns; if the last named amount is subtracted from the 
net cost for poor out of the almshouse, it will show the cost 
for support of poor residing here to be $2,366.38. There were 
four families that cost exceedingly heavy on account of sick- 
ness, for in every case we allowed the families what the town doc- 
tor prescribed for their relief, and in three of the families it was 
necessary to have nurses to care for the sick members. 

It will readily occur to the citizens, that with the depression of 
business in our midst, and a long, bleak and dreary winter, espe- 
cially for the poor, that the number of applicants were increased. 
And if it had not been for the charity and benevolence of many 
kind-hearted individuals, and the ever-ready and willing associa- 
tions and societies that promptly and timely rendered moral and 
material assistance to those who were needy, in want and suffer- 
ing, the Overseers of the Poor would have had to make a larger 
overdraw on the appropriation of this department which is gen- 
erously made to help our worthy poor. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding our report as Selectmen, we place before the citi- 
zens a recapitulation of the overdraws in the different depart- 
ments.

The above figures may look discouraging to the tax-payers, but 
we give them believing the people havea right to the facts, and 
our earnest desire is to make such a report as the humblest tax- 
payer will readily understand. We shall make no argument, nor 
use any sophistry, but render to the citizens a true account of our 
stewardship. 

We deem it will assist the citizens in better understanding the 
reasons of the above overdraws, by a little explanation and _pos- 
sibly satisfy some by making a few suggestions. 

_ The first item in the recapitulation of overdraws, paying Town 
officers, may be explained by reminding the voters that last year 
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being valuation year, and the Assessors having much extra labor, 
they being required by law to furnish the Secretary of State with 
a duplicate of their book of assessments for 1880, a labor that re- 
quires much time and patience, made their expense extra. 

We also paid Isaac S. Cook for services rendered as Assessor 
in 1878, $175. 

The second item, Interest money, the Selectmen have no con- 
trol over, unless it might be, in soliciting a larger appropriation ; 
but we thought and think so, now, that if other appropria- 
tions were not so much overdrawn, the deficiency might be made 
up from natural incomes; our object has been to keep appropria- 
tions as low as possible with a due regard to the safety of Natick’s 
interests. 

The third item, Support of Poor, is fully explained in 
the remarks of the Overseers of the Poor. It is one of the appro- 
priations which neither the Selectmen nor Overseers of the Poor 
can control; for every instinct of our nature, every feeling of 
charity, every throb of the human heart and the wise and munifi- 
cent laws of our Commonwealth require that we shall feed 
the hungry and care for the sick. 

The fourth item, Collection and Abatement of Taxes, we 
cannot limit; but we believe a larger appropriation is necessary, 
than the one we usually vote. 

The fifth item, Police. At the commencement of our term, we 
placed some extra men on duty Sundays, and employed one a few 
weeks at Lake Cochituate, to enforce the by-laws of the town in 
relation to Article IV, Section VII. Having a circus in Natick 
last July (for which we charged $50 for license, see Treas- 
urer’s Report), we deemed it best to place some men on duty 
for that day; extra pvlice caused an extra expense, but we did it, 
believing it to be for the best interest of the town. 

The sixth and seventh items we will pass over as the 
overdraws are small. 

The eighth item, Roads and Bridges, is one that the Select- 
men can control and one which they are free to say they should 
restrain. They have the full management of the appropriation 
made for this department. The Selectmen readily confess they 
made a mistake, when dividing the appropriation with the 
Highway Surveyors, that they did not retain more in their 


own hands to meet contingencies at the end of the season and 
in permitting some of the Highway Surveyors to use all their 
allow nce at too early a period in the year. 

The ninth item, Schools, and the tenth item, Repairing school- 
houses, together amounting to $485.89, being about the same and 
both under the immediate supervision of the School Committee, we 
will leave it for the citizens and committee to settle. 

The eleventh item, Bank wall near the house of Doctor Beard, 
and twelfth item, New Hose, we pass over, for, like items 6 and 7. 
they are quite small. 

The thirteenth and last item, Miscellaneous, we would respect- 
fully ask the voters to read carefully our account with this 
department. . 

They will see $743 is charged to it fur shovelling and cleaning 
the roads from snow. The winter was remarkable for its 
great snow storms and this department suffered by every storm. 
To this department is also charged $73.90 for building a fence on 
Pond street that was required by the widening and building 
of said street. 

The town appointed a committee to defend its rights 
in relation to Pegan Brook. To all our citizens it will 
appear quite clear and an undisputed fact that the com- 
mittee acted in a wise manner and served the town faithfully and 
successfully. No appropriation was made for them, but we 
honored and paid all bills they presented which amounted 
to $1,082.30. 

We have tried to be candid in these explanations and offered 
them in the simplest and plainest manner possible, and we 
now suggest for the consideration of the voters the propriety 
of instructing their Selectmen to pay no bills for any debt 
after the appropriation has been exhausted except that of interest, 
military aid and support of poor; if the other appropriations have 
been drawn, then let the creditors wait for payment until after the 
annual town meeting, when the citizens will have an opportunity 
to vote money, if they wish, to pay the deficiency in the previous 
fiscal year and also to vote suflicient appropriations for the cur- 
rent year; but let it be distinctly understood that an appropriation 
means the amount which the respective departments are bound to 
recognize and not to exceed. If this system of overdraws can’t 
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be stopped, then let there be no appropriations made but vote 
to let every department spend an unlimited amount. The 
town owes some bills, but there are enough sundry bills due 
the town, which we have not credited to our account, to offset 
them. This year we drew the unprecedented number of 1,235 
orders; last year the highest number was 1,098. 

The net indebtedness of the town, exclusive of Water Bonds, 
March 1, 1881, is $115,582.30; last year it was $113,847.74, 
showing that the town is in debt $1,734.56 more than it 
was March 1, 1880. While we regret this fact and feel it 
keenly, we have some consolation in knowing, that the extra 
indebtedness is $18.53 less than the largest overdraw; and if it 
had not been for the overdraws over balances, $6,600.98, and money 
spent by vote of the town without any appropriation, which was 
$1,082.30, making $7,683.28, our reduction of the debt would have 
been $5,948.72. We would have been more than happy to make 
that statement, if it was the case, but we are willing to show the 
reverses as well as the triumphs.

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We are happy to report the gratifying fact that there has 
been a perceptible diminution of drunkenness in the town 
for the past year, as there were only seven arrests made for 
that breach of the law, and we consider that for a manu- 
facturing town with a population of more than 8,500, 
that it speaks in quite complimentary terms of our people 
who are so much vilified outside of the town and falsified 
inside. 

In our perambulating the streets, we find nothing of those 
frightful ‘‘hoodlums” we hear so much about. In our 
opinion the most refined and cultured lady, or the most sen- 
sitive and religious citizen can walk on our streets at any time, 
or in any place, without any fear of the molestation which 
has been so vividly pictured to the citizens a short time past. 
Of course we must admit in this case, as in everything else, 
there are exceptions, but these exceptions only prove the 
general rule to be true. 

The majority of the young people in this town go to work 
at an early age and after working hard in the shops all day 
frequent the streets during the earlier part of the evening as 
a means of exhilaration, and this is the only amusement, if 
such it can be called, which Natick affords her youths. 

We have no reading room or public place to whch young 
men can go and spend an hour in the evening, reading the 
daily and weekly papers and thus drive dull care away. 
However we think it much better for them to remain on the 
streets than to pass their time away in saloons, drinking the 
profits of their hard-earned wages, the sure resort to which 
young men would go, were they deprived the privilege they 
now enjoy of remaining on our streets. 

We are pleased to state that, in our opinion, the town is 
freer from all kinds of crime, but especially those of an ag- 
gravated character, than any other town, with the same 
number of inhabitants, in this Commonwealth. 
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This year has been remarkable for the scarcity of fires, and 
we trust their occurrence will be as few in the future as 
they were in the past year. 

In conclusion we deem it fair to say that the public peace 
has been well preserved.

I respectfully submit to the citizens of Natick this my first 
annual report as Highway Surveyor for the centre of the town. 
The amount of money that was appropriated to me was six hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. 

I gravelled Walcott street from South Main to Cottage street ; 
Floral street, from Western avenue to South Main street; Sum- 
mer street, from R. T. Brooks’ stable to Main street ; South Main 
street, from the house of Andrew Dolan, to Central street ; Spring 
street, from the crossing of the Boston & Albany Railroad to 
Cochituate street ; Cochituate street, from the shop of C. E. John- 
son to North Main street ; Central street, from the house of Nathan 
Rice, to Main street; Maple street, from Pond to Central; South 
avenue, from the shop of Robert Best to Howe & Co.’s stable; 
from the corner of Rockland and South Main street, to the house 
of Edward Murphy; I fenced and widened East Central street, 
in several places, from the house of James Casey, so called, to the 
house of Dennis McGrath. I built three new bridges: one on 
Floral street; one on South Main street, at the house of Edward 
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Kehoe, so called; one on East street, at the house of Edward 
White; and I repaired six other bridges, and put in a great many 
sluice-ways and drain pipes in several parts of my district. I had 
to overdraw my appropriation in order to keep the streets in my 
district in a passable condition. 

The teamsters in charge of the town teams worked faithfully, 
honestly, and in perfect harmony with me. 


PATRICK BRENNAN. 


I respectfully submit to the Selectmen and citizens of Natick 
my first report as Highway Surveyor for that part of the town 
known as ‘* Little South.” 

The amount of money assigned me as my part being five hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($550) which was quite insufficient to re- 
pair the roads and bridges in that district as they should be. 

There is no gravel in this part of the town but what I had to 
buy except what I got at the Town Farm. 

I commenced at the Sherborn line beyond the Town Farm. I put 
385 loads on that street to Rockland street, and 83 loads on Rock- 
land street. I put 187 loads from Fisher’s Sawins to the Sherborn 
line; 152 loads from George Dewing’s, through ‘‘ Little South ;”’ 
and 270 loads on Cottage street. I put 61 loads on South street, 
which was in bad condition, and 63 loads on Farwell street, 
which ouvht to be widened and the hills blasted, and for which 
there ought to be a special appropriation. 

There ought to be an appropriation for widening and fencing 
that part of our road in the Sherborn Swamp. It is in my opinion 
and acknowledged by all, that it is very dangerous, and we ought 
to make it as good as the part owned by the town of Sherborn. 

I have repaired a few culverts and done my best to keep the 
stones off the streets. I trust I have done my work satisfactorily.

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I respectfully submit to the Selectmen and citizens of Natick my 
report as Highway Surveyor for the north part of the town. 

T have eighteen miles of roadway under my supervision. I have 
expended the seven hundred dollars assigned to me with a result 
that I trust will meet with the approval of the public. 

I commenced labor on Park avenue, which I repaired with eighty 
loads of gravel. 

North Main street I repaired with four hundred and eighty loads 
of gravel, all of which I had to buy, at five cents a load. 

Put in fair condition, Bacon, Marion, Pine and the back roads. 

Worcester turnpike I repaired with fifty-two loads of gravel. 
Built two new bridges, which cost one hundred and sixty-eight 
dollars for lumber and labor. 

Cleared the roads of stones and brush, and fenced them. 

For clearing away snow, one hundred and seventy-seven dollars 
and eighty cents. 

I would recommend that the culvert near the residence of B. F.

The amount of money assigned me was eight hundred dollars, 
which I have expended to the best of my judgment to be the most 
satisfactory to the town. 

I gravelled Pleasant street; Union street, from my line the en- 
tire length ; Elliot street from Wellesley line to Unitarian Church, 
and the same street from opposite Morse pasture to Hickcox place ; 
Water street to Pfiffer’s shop, where I raised this street eighteen 
inches, as at this part of the street there is an overflow every 
spring and winter, as the water cannot go through the ditches at 
the lower end of this street and in my opinion there should be a 
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special grant to draw the water from this street by a large culvert 
to the river. I have repaired several culverts and put in two new 
ones. I have also repaired the street in front of the grist mill. 

Leach lane I have put in splendid condition by gravelling it the 
entire length: cutting ditches, trimming the trees, which was 
greatly needed, and repairing the bridge on this lane. I trust I 
have expended the special grant for this lane in a way it was most 
needed.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board commenced their labors by an inspection of the 
thickly settled portions of the town, and many isolated 
places, which we deemed advisable to inspectand made some 
suggestions to different parties that caused a radical and 
beneficial change in their respective locations. We were 
called upon many times during the year, but especially the 
summer months, to visit places that were offensive to the 
people residing in the immediate vicinity. 

The duty of the Board of Health is to say the least, a very 
delicate one, but the willingness and promptness of parties 
visited, to receive the suggestions and to act in the matter, 
made it less disagreeable than it otherwise would have been. 
We think the people will agree with us in saying, whatever 
pertains to the benefit, comfort and health of the citizens in 
any location or district, has a salutary effect for the general 
welfare of all. 

At the present time there is a National and State Board of 
Health. 

The State Board are alarmed and apprehensive of the 
breaking out of small-pox in the State, during the pres- 
ent year,and are desirous that every precaution and preven- 
tive should be exercised to prevent its appearance or spread. 
As it is a subject of vital importance and one that interests 
all our citizens, we herewith give their last circular relating 
to the subject: 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
State Board of Health, Lunacy and Charity; 
Department of Health, State House. 


‘¢ GENTLEMEN :— The State Board of Health, Lunacy, and 
Charity voted at its regular monthly meeting, Feb. 5, 1851, 
that a communication be sent to the towns of this Common- 
wealth, urging the impurtance of a protection of the people 
before small-pox appears in this State. That it may be more 
or less prevalent in this State during the coming year seems 
probable tor the follo wing reasons : 

‘¢ The deaths from small-pox in the city of Philadelphia for 
the week ending Feb. 5, 1881, number sixty-one. 

‘¢ They have steadily increased in number since October, 
1880. Cases or deaths from the same disease have been re- 
ported during the last few weeks in the cities of New York, 
Brooklyn, Pittsburg and Chicago. 

‘«<TIn several cities and towns of this Commonwealth, during 
the year last past, there have been outbreaks of the disease, 
which by prompt isolation of individuals attacked, and vac- 
cination of those exposed, have been happily checked. It is, 
however, certain that even in this State large numbers are 
still without protection by reason of their neglect to be 
vaccinated, or because vaccination has not been properly 
performed. 

‘It has been sufficiently demonstrated that thorough vac- 
cination with suitable lymph affords a practical protection 
against the fatality of small-pox or its worst symptoms. 

‘‘It is not to be asserted that it furnishes absolute protec- 
tion against the attacks of this disease, which does occasion- 
ally occur in the individual who has been vaccinated success- 
fully and repeatedly, or who has had a previous attack or 
attacks of small-pox. 


£ 
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‘‘But it has been established by a vast amount of evidence, 
that vaccination renders the individual, in first place, much 
less liable to an attack of small-pox; in second place, the 
disease, if it does occur, is deprived of its most dangerous 
characteristics. 

‘<The objections formerly urged against vaccination, by rea- 
son of danger of transmitting by use of humanized lymph 
various diseases, can now be obviated by employment of lymph 
obtained from the cow. 

‘‘In view, then, of the possible appearance of small-pox in 
this State, it is earnestly desired that a vaccination of all un- 
protected individuals should be made, and that school com- 
mittees of towns and cities should insist upon a certificate 
of proper vaccination before admission to the public schools. 
The examination to determine the existence of the character- 
istic scar of vaccination should in all cases be made by an 
educated physician.” 

The above suggestions by the State Board of Health are 
timely and may be of great service to our citizens, and we 
refer those in authority and those wishing to read the statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to vaccination, small-pox and 
other dangerous diseases to the following Chapters and 
Sections.

In conclusion we deem it expedient to recommend to the 
citizens the importance of electing a physician on the Board, 
for the reason that the local Board should be in communica- 
tion with the State Board of Health as they require weekly 
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reports of diseases, deaths, and their causes; a physician 
could make such returns better and more accurate than a 
person not belonging to the profession, and we believe it 
would be conducive to the best sanitary interests of the town. 

All of which is respectfully submitted for the proper con- 
sideration of the people.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Department, 
ending February 1, 1881, we respectfully submit : 


The appropriation for the department the past year was $3,000 
also, $200 for repairing Hose-house in Felchville, and $1,500 for 
hose, with which we purchased 1,750 feet of American Jacket 
Hose, which is guaranteed for five years. We have expended 
$187.05 on the house at Felchville, leaving a balance of $12.95. 

The town by a vote ordered the men to be paid $7 more per 
man than the previous year, but neglected to raise the appropria- 
tion. We had curtailed the expense in every possible way to come 
within the amount,—more by good luck in not having many fires 
the past year. It will take $3,200 to pay the expenses of the de- 
partment for the year 1881. 

The company at the Centre have been called out to five false 
alarms, and nine fires where they have done duty. Steamer 
No. 2 has been called out twice to fires where they have done 
duty. Hose 4 have answered all alarms from Centre House, but 
have done duty but once. The amount of insurance found on 
property endangered was $36,000; amount paid, $17,544.51; 
damage and loss, $17,944.51; total loss, $400. Amount saved 
by the department, $19,455.49.

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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT. 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Natick: 


I have nothing especially new to suggest in this report. If the 
requests heretofore made by me in former reports are fully car- 
ried out I doubt not our records relating to vital statistics will 
be as full and complete as we can reasonably expect. I will only 
add that on the 26th day of February, 1880, the Legislature 
enacted a law, making it the duty of every physician and midwife 
in the several cities and towns in this State to report on or before 
the fifth day of each month to the Clerk of the city or town, a 
correct list of births of children born during the previous month 
at which they were present. Since the first of March, 1880, and 
prior to January 1, 1881, while this law was in operation, there 
were born in our town one hundred and seventy-three children ; 
but only ninety-nine of them were reported to my office under that 
act, leaving seventy-four (74) violations of the requirements of 
the act. It is hoped that hereafter all upon whom the responsi- 
bility rests will do what they can to insure a full, complete and 
accurate registration, not only under that act, but all acts now in 
force relating to the subject matter. 
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Whole number of deaths recorded during the year is 154; 
74 males, and 80 females. Total 154. This is the largest 
number deceased in any one year since the year 1872, and 
is 17 9-10 in excess of the average death rate in town during 
the last ten years.

_ Number of dogs licensed in 1880, is 378, for which I re- 
ceived and paid over to Amos Stone, Esq., County 
Treasurer, the sum of $797.40, after deducting my fees. 
This is larger by $130, than in 1879.

To choose a member of the Water Board, to serve for 
three years, as Commissioner. 

Art. 6. To see how much money the Town will grant to deco- 
rate the graves of deceased soldiers, 

Art. 7. To see how much money the Town will grant for the 
assistance of poor soldiers and their families. 

Art. 8. To see how much money the Town will grant for re- 
pairing School houses, and purchasing and repairing School appa- 
ratus and furniture. 

Art. 9. To see how much money the Town will grant for the 
support and maintenance of Schools. 

For the support and maintenance of roads, bridges and side- 
walks. 

For the support and assistance of the poor. 

For paying interest and existing liabilities. 

For the support of the Morse Institute. — 

For collecting Taxes, and abatement of Taxes. 

For maintenance of the Fire Department, and how much it will 
pay its Firemen. 

For defraying the expenses of celebrating the One Hundredth 
Anniversary of the Incorporation of the Town. 

For the services of Watchmen who may be employed by the 
Selectmen, if any are so employed. 

For lighting streets, and what streets. 

For rent of Town Hall, leased of Nathaniel Clark. 

For paying Town Officers. 

For paying State Aid to soldiers and families. 
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For paying for services in suppressing the illegal sale of intox- 
icating liquors in Town, the coming year. 

For other incidental and necessary Town Expenses. 

Art. 10. To see how the Town will have its Taxes collected, 
and to choose a Collector of Taxes. 


Art. 11. Toseeif the Town will authorize its Treasurer, un- 
der the approval of its Selectmen, to borrow money temporarily, 


in anticipation of Taxes, and how much. 


Art. 12. To answer the following question, by ballot, viz : 
Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
this Town ? 


Art. 13. To see if the Town will accept the list of names of 
Jurors, as revised by the Selectmen, or otherwise act thereon. 


Art. 14. To see what action the Town will take toward 
watering its principal streets, or furnishing water therefor free of 
charge. 

Art. 15. Toseeif the Town will pave the gutters on North 
Main Street, from the railroad crossing to Central Street, and 
make three or more concrete walks across said street, between 
Pest Office and Central Street. 


Art. 16. Tosee what sum of money the Town will grant to 
maintain the purity of its water supply. 

Art. 17. To see if the Town will equalize the rates of water 
to all water takers, so that there shall be no discrimination in favor 
of any ; and so amend its Rules of the Water Board, or instruct its 
Board to so amend its Rules and Regulations, that the cost for 
water shall be equal to all takers, or otherwise act thereon.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Water Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN :—I submit the seventh annual report of the 
work performed under my direction, together with a general 
statement, and condition of the works. 


PUMPING STATION. 


The pumping engine has for the first six months given as 
good a duty as in any previous year, but when we came to: 
use the coal that was put in last, the pump began to lose on 
duty, and by the statement of the last six months the duty 
has fallen short nearly four million pounds. 


MAIN PIPES, GATES AND HYDRANTS. 


There have been thirteen leaks on the main pipes the past 
year. Seven of them were repaired at the contractor’s ex- 
pense, the other six by the town. Most of them were caus- 
ed by imperfect lining, and all cases where there is a leak, 
it is always found to be imperfect work. 
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RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir has been kept nearly full the past year. 
The water was all drawn off in August. There was not much 
sediment at the bottom, and this was taken out and the water 
turned back in thirty hours; this being all, the pump had to 
run direct the past year. 


SERVICE PIPE. 


There have been fifty-one applications the past year, all 
have been laid. The increase of water rates on the above 
services will be at the rate of $503 per year. The amount, 
collected for water rates fur the year 1880, was $11,084.29, 
in the year 1879, $10,113.02, an increase of $971.27. 

The construction account has been increased $194.15 the 
past year. 

The following statements will show what each department 
has cost, and the amount of stock on hand February 1, 1881. 

It is most earnestly hoped that the water takers of Natick 
will empower the Commissioners with funds to do what is 
best with the brook now emptying into the pond, so that we 
can have as pure water as there is in Lake Cochituate.

Duty for the year ending January 31, 1881, was 49,861,743 
pounds of water raised one foot high to every 100 pounds of 
coal consumed, not coming up to the past year by 448,493 
pounds of water. The cause of this was found to be in the 
coal that was put in in July, 1880, as the statement below of 
each six months will prove to any one that the coal was of a 
very inferior grade, not fit for such use. 


Duty from Feb. 1, 1880, to Aug. 1, 1880, 


on old coal was 52,241,214 lbs. 
Duty from Aug. 1, 1880, to Feb. 1, 1881, 
on new coal was 48,289,565 <« 
Difference, 5,901,649 Tha. 


Proving that we shall burn twenty-two tons of coal more 
this year to do the same work of last, or in other words, 123 
tons of good coal would have done the same duty that we 
shall get out.of 150 tons of this lot, a loss of $135,30, on 
coal alone, saying nothing of extra time of running and 
wear of pump. 

The daily average for this year ending January 31, 1881, 
was 217.626 gallons less by 35,000 gallons per day, av- 
erage per person, 513 gallons, (previous year was 62). This 
is a good decrease, and it is hoped that consumers will 
do all they can to prevent waste, as it does no one any 
good, but every one knows that it costs just as much to pump 
water to waste as it does to use where it is needed, and all 
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consumers and tax-payers must pay for it. Your Commis- 
sioners and Superintendent are, of course, interested to re- 
duce the waste to as little as possible. But every one should 
be interested, as it is their duty to stop the waste as much 
as possible. And every consumer should consider if he uses 
water for purposes not known to the officers, that he is not 
only wasting water but taking that which has not been paid 
for, and is increasing the expense and doing nothing to in- 
crease the income.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee present the following Report of 
the School Department for the past year. 


REPAIRS. 


An unusual amount of work has been done upon the vari- 
ous school buildings. Some of these had from long neglect, 
come to be in a somewhat dilapidated condition, and were 
found to require a very substantial renovation to keep them 
from going to decay, to render them suitable places for 
the comfort and health of the pupils and teachers who spend 
so large a part of their time therein, and also to properly 
accommodate them to the school work. Among the more 
important of these we mention the following items. At 
Felchville there was a very bad state of affairs. The rooms 
were insufficiently lighted, the walls and ceilings, both of 
the rooms and passage-ways, were dingy, and by cracked 
and fallen plastering, rendered unsightly and uninviting to a 
superlative degree. In one room a pair of stairs, swung up 


by a cord over the heads of the pupils, was both a deformity 
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and a constant peril to the personal safety of those beneath. 
This venerable relic of pristine architectural genius was 
removed, and a safe and convenient stair-way to the attie 
provided instead, which also affords a fair amount of much- 
needed closet-room for keeping various appurtenances of the 
scheol-room when not in use. The old windows were re- 
moved and replaced by others, affording much more light, 
and easily opened, giving an opportunity of airing the rooms 
as occasion should require. ‘The walls were repaired and — 
whitewashed, a large part of the wood-work repainted, the 
entrances improved, and now the Felchville school-rooms 
-are as pleasant and attractive as any in town. The roof 
also, which leaked badly, was made tight, and on the whole, 
we think that with a little proper attention and trifling ex- 
pense, this building will adequately accommodate the pupils 
of that village for a long time. 

At Walnut Hill the roof was badly decayed, and from 
long leakage the frame-work of the building had been con- 
siderably injured. ‘The eastern side of the roof was entirely 
new shingled, and some needed changes, essential to health, 
-made in the basement. 

At Pond Street the underpinning of the building was in a 
condition hard to describe ; but it was such that the building 
was beginning to settle on the eastern side. To remedy 
this, a solid wall of stone was built along the entire eastern 
side, and about eight feet on the eastern end of the north- 
ern side. 

At South Natick a very important improvement has been 
made in the chimneys of the old building. These formerly 


passed through the central part of the roof. When the bel- 
fry was put on, as the chimneys were in the way, they were 
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taken down to the attic floor and carried—one to the south, 
' the other to the north—some six or eight feet, at an angle 
of about thirty degrees to the horizon, and then carried up 
vertically through the roof. As the result ef this the oblique 
portions became easily clogged with soot, and the draft was 
so impeded that at all times the rooms below were more or 
less permeated with gas, and on windy days and days when 
the weather was damp and the atmosphere light the quantity 
of gas became unendurable. Sometimes it had been neces- 
sary to close the school for a part of the day on this account, 
and at all times it was a serious matter as related to the 
health of the children. Although this state of things had 
continued for some years, we did not think that a good rea- 
son for its continuing longer. It had indeed been fully 
considered by the Committee of the preceding year, and 
they had unanimously decided that it must be remedied. 
After a careful examination of the situation, it was decided 
that the only practicable thing to be done was to take both 
chimneys down and re-build them at the extremities of the 
building. We were reluctant to adopt this plan, as it was 
both troublesome and expensive; but we resolved that the 
difficulty should, if possible, be effectually cured. Accord- 
ingly this plan was pursued ; and we are happy to say it has 
proved entirely successful. Something has been done also 
to improve the school-yard there. Much of this, and espe- 
cially that part of it near the entrance, where the pupils are 
obliged to pass, in going into and out of the building, was 
soft, and with the least rain or melting of snow, became 
simply a mass of deep sticky mud. This has been partially 


—as far as we felt we could afford—aided by putting in 
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quite a large quantity of gravel. All done so far however, 
is but a beginning of what is needed. The yard ought to be 
made dry so as to be available for a play-ground for the 
children without their getting their feet wet and covered 
with mud every time they go out of doors. There is noth- 
ing more essential to mental, moral and physical well being 
of children than that they should have room to play and ex- 
ercise in the open air during the recesses of the school 
hours. 

There have been numerous smaller items of work which 


it is not deemed necessary to mention. 


NEW SCHOOLS. 


There have been two new Primary schools established 
during the present year: one at South Natick and the other 
in the Centre Grammar building. This was a step that had 
been needed for some time, and the need had reached a 
point that forbade longer postponement. At South Natick 
the first Primary had increased so that at the beginning of 
the summer term there were in it about one hundred pupils. 
This is a number quite beyond the capacity of any teacher to 
properly instruct. There was an unoccupied room in the 
building which had been used for a public hall, and this was 
fitted up for a school-room. 

The Intermediate School, which during the temporary 
absence of Mrs. Tucker had been in charge of Miss Ella 
Richards, was placed therein under the instruction of Mrs. 
Tucker. The Primary was then divided into two grades ; 
the younger portion and those newly entering being placed 


in the room thus vacated and Miss Richards put in charge of 
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the same. This arrangement leaves these schools in a very 
satisfactory condition, so far as regards accommodation and 
grading, and there will probably be no demand for further 
extension of privileges there for some years. 

At the Centre, too, the Primary School in charge of Miss 
Lizzie Burks had been long increasing, and at the beginning 
of the fall term the number of pupils rose to one hundred 
and ten. The overcrowded condition of the school, and 
what should be done to relieve it, had been somewhat dis- 
cussed at the last town meeting, and the matter had been 
left in the hands of the School Committee with a vague 
understanding, that if they deemed the circumstances 
to demand it, they should purchase a suitable site, and 
erect a school house. As, however, no money had been 
appropriated for that purpose, after considering the matter 
fully the Committee were reluctant to proceed with an enter- 
prise involving so large an outlay without having the matter 
more fully discussed and receiving more detinite instructions. 
A plan also was suggested by which the immediate pressure 
could be relieved until the matter could bereferred to the cit'- 
zens in the next town meeting. This was to fit up one of the 
vacant rooms in the High School building and use the same 
for one of the Grammar School classes. There were some 
ebvious objections to this course, but as the case was urgent, 
and no other course seemed equally advisable, this plan was 
finally adopted. Accordingly the room on the first floor of 
the High School building, adjacent to the Laboratory, 
was equipped with desks and black-board, and one division 
of the second class of the Grammar School installed there 
under the charge of Miss Nellie Dewing. This plan has 


worked well. Experience has proved that the objections 
10 
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to it were mostly imaginary. We fail to see any valid rea- 
son why the unused room in the High School building should 
not thus utilized until it shall be required for the needs of 
the High School. 

By taking this class from the Centre building a room was 
secured for a new Primary. Here, as at South Natick, the 
youngest pupils were placed in the same room, and Miss 
Alice Tetherly, who had just completed the two years’ course 
of study at the Framingham Normal School, was put in 
charge as teacher. In this position we may here remark 
that she has succeded well. It is the opinion of the Com- 
mittee that with experience she will become very skilful as 
a Primary teacher. 


CONSOLIDATION. 


Perhaps this ponderous term will express better, than any 
other, the measure we have adopted of having those pupils 
from Felchville, Cochituate, West Part and Southville, who 
have reached the Grammar grade, and intend to enter the 
High School, or even without this latter intention, attend the 
Centre Grammar. This was done with the two-fold object 
of securing better advantage to the pupils so going and to 
those remaining behind. It relieves the schools from which 
they go of one class, thereby enabling the teachers to devote 
their time and attention exclusively to the lower classes re- 
maining; while those pupils who go to the Centre Grammar 
School-house have the advantage of coming under the instruc- 
tion of the master, and are stimulated by the influences which 
there surround them to greater effort in their work. 
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MUSIC. 


A decided advance in this branch has been made during 
the year. The common school is now the only available op- 
portunity for the great majority of the young to acquire any 
knowledge of this very desirable art. The old singing school 
is a thing of the past, at least in this vicinity, and vocal 
music, if learned at all, must be learned in connection with 
and in the same manner as other branches. 

A regular system from the simplest elements, commenc- 
ing with the youngest pupils, to music of considerable difh- 
culty in the High School, is now in operation in nearly all 
our schools. In a few instances but little is done owing to 
the fact that some otherwise excellent teachers are deficient 
in ability to give musical instruction. They can teach the 
theory, which is something, but any pronounced success re- 
quires daily cultivation of the ear, and practice of the voice. 
. We aim in all cases when employing new teachers to 
obtain those who can, in some degree at least, attend to mu- 
sic with the other branches. The very creditable public ex- 
hibition recently made by the pupils of the High and Gram- 
mar schools of their attainments in this direction, both in 
the quality of the music and style of rendering, must have 
convinced all who heard them that very substantial progress 
has been made. We hope not only to maintain the ground 
already gained, and to steadily advance in the same direc- 
tion. 

We do not deem it necessary to go into detail respecting 
every school in town. A large number of the teachers have 


been in their respective schools for some years, and to men-- 
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tion each would only be to extend this report by repeating 
the language of former reports. We mention therefore, 
only those cases where changes have occurred. 

At South Natick there has been no change, except in the 
case of Miss Ella Richards, who resigned her position at the 
close of the summer term. She had during that term taught 
the newly established Primary, as before stated. In her 
place we employed Miss Hattie Ingraham, a resident of our 
town, and a graduate of the class of 1880, of the Framing- 
ham Normal School. Miss Ingraham entered upon her duties 
with zeal and judgment, and has achieved a good degree of 
success. She has the faculty of readily adapting herself to 
the little ones, of exciting their attention, and what is very 
important, in an eminent degree winning their confidence and 
affection. We are well satisfied with her work. 

Of Miss Tetherly in the new Primary at the Centre we 
have before spoken; but we may here add that she too has 
given good satisfaction. 

At the beginning of the summer term, Miss Mary Wallace, 
who had acted for the previous term as assistant in the Cen- 
tre Grammar School resigned that position, finding the duties 
too severe for her strength, and resumed charge of the 
Cochituate Street Primary, and Mrs. Laura Fay was placed 
in the position thus rendered vacant. Mrs. Fay is a teaeher 
too well known, too skilful and experienced, to render nec- 
essary any assurance from us that the work she had there to 
do has been well and faithfully done. Miss Maria E. Morse, 
of Walpole, an experienced teacher, was engaged to teach 
the class which Mrs. Fay had before taught, and remained 


through the year. 
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COCHITUATE STREET. 


At the close of the summerterm Mrs. Stoddard, who had 
during the preceding year taught the Intermediate here, re- 
signed, and Miss Lizzie Pond was employed as her successor. 

This is a difficult school. Miss Pond has labored earnest- 
ly and with an intelligent purpose to overcome the obstacles, 
and by steady perseverance has succeeded in bringing it into 
ahopeful condition. If we can retain her there long enough 
we believe she will make it equal to the average, if not the 
best. 


FELCHVILLE. 


At the close of the summer term Miss Emma Woods who 
had taught the Intermediate very successfully during that 
term resigned. Jn her place, at the beginning of the fall 
term, Miss Clara Adams was engaged, and has taught during 
two terms. Miss Adams has labored hard, much beyond 
her strength to advance the pupils; though inexperienced, 
she has accomplished very good results. Miss Killman who 
for eleven years has taught the Primary resigned at the 
same time. During her long continuance in this school, 
Miss Killman had met with unvarying success. She took 
with her the good wishes of the Committee, her fellow 
teachers and a large circle of acquaintances. Miss Ada 
Morse, a graduate of the class of 1880, of the High School, 
was put in charge of the school. Intering upon the per- 


formance of unfamiliar duties her work was naturally some- 
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what crude at first. However, she has shown a willingness 
and aptitude to learn, and has improved much, and will we 
think become with a little experience a successful teacher. 

Aside from the High School, the teaching force remains, 
with the above exceptions, the same as at the time of render- 
ing our last report. 

While the schools all average pretty well in most of the 
branches taught, they are by no means all we desire them to 
be. In some branches, notably in reading and writing, they 
are in many cases quite below our idea. In some of the 
schools the writing is good—we might well say exceptionally 
good; but in many of them it is quite the reverse. The 
same remark is equally true of reading. ‘This important 
branch is one of the most difficult the teacher has to deal 
with. It is a common impression that it is an easy thing to 
teach reading, and that any one can do it. This is a griev- 
ous delusion. There are indeed but few teachers here or 
elsewhere, who understand the principles of correct reading. 
In reading, more than in any of the other common branch- 
es, excellence demands cultivation of mind and careful prac- 
tice. By good reading we mean much more than correct 
pronunciation, and distinct enunciation. These are fun- 
damental and indispensable to good reading; but a pupil or 
any one may be painfully exact in these, and be very far 
from being a good reader. Nor, on the other hand, do we 
include as essential to good reading those elocutionary and 
stagy vocal gymnastics, nor any of those facial distortions 
indulged in by many platform readers. But what we mean 
by good reading, is to be able to recognize the emphatic 
word or words in a passage, such perception of its spirit, 


such mastery of inflection, such adaptation of the force an d 
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quality of tone as will present fairly to the ear not only the 
words in their cold meaning, but also the sentiment with 
which they are infused. Besides this there is required the 
ability to distinguish the different styles, as the narrative, 
the declamatory, and the conversational, the most common 
and perhaps most difficult of all. It would be absurd to 
demand orexpect the pupils generally to even approximate 
perfection in all these points. But we would have them con- 
stantly aim at it, and we believe it possible to come much 
nearer it than they generally do. Reading is one of the 
best means, the best means, indeed, the schools afford, for 
cultivating the taste, and creating a love for good literature. 
When the pupils see what there is in good literature, and 
see how to get it out, nere is no question but they will like 
it; whilea dull, meanigless passing over the finest passage 
in our language filled though it may be with beauty and 
wisdom, will leave them idifferent or disgusted. We con- 
sider it a matter of vital moment to create in the young a 
taste for good reading. Says an eminent writer: ‘Our 
thoughts in after years flow spontaneously and even uncon- 
sciously in the channels that are formed in youth.” <A few 
selections from the best authors, such as may be found in al- 
most any of the reading books, carefully and appreciatively 
dealt with by the teacher may create an influence that will be 
felt by the pupil through life. The many other problems 
presented by the school work have prevented us from devot- 
ng to these two subjects as much attention as they deserve. 
But during the coming year we hope to put them on a bet- 
ter basis. 

The education of the young intellectually considered is, in 


our judgment, to be looked at from three points and witk 
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three objects in view: First, to give the pupils such neces- 
sary instruction as will fit them for the ordinary avocations 
of business life; second, to train them to think and reason 
for themselves and to cultivate in them the habit of forming 
intelligent opinions, that is of having and giving a reason 
for their opinions; and third, to cultivate in them a taste for 
the best books in the different departments: of literature. 
Their mental growth in mature life will depend very largely 
on the kind of books they read. That quickening of the 
faculties, that development and knowledge of human nature 
which results from mingling with men in business and social 
intercourse must be left to the practical teaching of actual 
life. No school can teach these: they can be gained only by 
experience. But the mind that draws from these sources 
only will never reach that broad and liberal view of things 
which characterizes the fully developed min or woman. If 
this is acquired at all it must, in most cases, be by bringing 
the mind in contact with the thoughts of those masters of 
wisdom who have enriched the world by the efforts of their 
genius and learning. 

We have not mentioned the moral side of education. 
That is a matter of influence mainly, rather than of direct 
instruction. Formal moral lecturing is probably of no great 
value; but a high standard of character, integrity, kind- 
ness, courtesy, honor and self-control, should be constantly 
held before the minds of the young, both by parents and 
teachers, and enforced by remarks as occasion offers,—and 
the apt, thougutful teacher will fiad such occasions frequent 
— and above all by example. 

We offer these suggestions to the parents of our pupils for 


their consideration and invite their earnest co-operation, as 
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that is the most powerful aid to the efforts of the teachers 
and Committee. Encourage your children to read histories, 
biographies, travels, voyages and books on natural history ; 
and when they read stories, as they will, and to a limited 
extent ought to, see to it that the stories are pure and whole- 
some, and not of that class whose main staple is impossible 
blood-and-thunder adventures, nor that other class filled 
with insipid gush and twaddle, the frothy products of 


diseased imaginations. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


In this school there has occurred a more than ordinary 
noteworthy change in the teaching force. At the close of 
the fall term Miss Hattie C. Fairbanks tendered her resig- 
nation, having been offered a much more lucrative position 
in Melrose. Miss Fairbanks has been connected with this 
school for a longer period than any other teacher since its 
establishment. or thirteen years she has with unflagging 
zeal devoted her time and strength to the interests of the 
pupils who have passed through the school during that long 
period. During that time she has made a record for faith- 
ful and diligent service surpassed by no teacher in the town., 
Her name will remain indissolubly connected with the High 
School, in the memory of by far the larger part of those 
who have ever attended it. ‘Though the school loses the 
benefit of her ability and experience, she is to be congratu- 
lated on being called to a more responsible position which 
from her mental training and exceptional excellence as a dis- 


ciplinarian she is well fitted to successfully fill, and where 
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her labor will receive a more adequate pecuniary reward. 
Miss Fairbanks takes with her to her new field of labor the 
best wishes for prosperty and welfare of a large number of 
friends. The pleasant feeling toward her by her pupils was 
displayed by the presentation to her, by them, on the occa- 
sion of her leaving, a very useful and elegant _ memorial 
gift. 

In place of Miss Fairbanks we engaged the services of 
Miss Katherine Bates of Newtonville. Miss Bates is a 
graduate of Wellesley College, of the class of 1880. Asa 
student she made a fine record in the college and is well 
equipped mentally for the place. As she was, however, 
without experience and was obliged to take the classes she 
was called upon to instruct in the midst of their studies, 
and from so experienced a hand as that of her predecessor, 
opportunity has hardly yet been offered of passing a fair 
judgment on her ability as a teacher. 

At the close of the summer term the following pupils hav- 
ing completed the prescribed course of study received 
diplomas :

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This is a larger class than ever graduated from the school be- 
fore, containing twenty-three members. The graduating exercises 
were of a high order, and attended by a large and interested 
audience. 

The present senior class. contains twenty-eight members, who 
will, in the regular course of things, graduate at the close of the 


next term. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


At the last town meeting the town voted sixteen thousand dol- 
lars for the support of schools, including salaries of teachers, hire 
of janitors, and providing of fuel. This sum is. not sufficient to 
properly maintain the schools of this town. Having two new 
schools to provide for, although we have shortened the terms of al] 
schools under the grammar grades, we still have somewhat ex- 
ceeded the amount of money granted. We are satisfied that to 
maintain our schools for such length of time, and at such a degree 
of excellence as our people demand, cannot be done for less than 
seventeen thousand dollars. This is altogether a moderate sum 
when the extent of the subject is considered, the number of teach- 
ers employed, the number of buildings to be taken care of and 
warmed, and the number of pupils taught. We therefore ask for 


that amount for the ensuing year. 


NEEDHAM SCHOLARS. 


Several of these have attended our schools at South Natick dur- 
ing the year, for whom the town of Needham pay tuition at the 


rate of twelve dollars per scholar, per annum.

Annual Report: 


We commend the report of our excellent Librarian to 
the careful consideration of the town, as well as the annex- 
ed catalogue of books added to the library since our last re- 
port. From them it will appear that the additions made to 
our list of books within the last year, have been numerous 
and valuable, and that the Morse Institute offers new and 
greater opportunities to its patrons for the acquisition of 
knowledge. 

We now need, more than anything else, a complete cata- 
logue, carefully prepared, in convenient form for use, of all 
the books on our shelves; and we would respectfully renew 
the suggestions on this matter, which were made in our last 
annual report. 

It will be seen by the report of the Librarian, that we have 
suffered during the past year fromthe depredations of a pro- 
fessional book-thief, who is now suffering the penalty for his 
offence. We are sorry to be obliged to add, that in one or 
two instances periodicals have been purloined from the read- 
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ing room, by some thoughtless or evil disposed person. 
Should anything like this again occur, the trustees will feel 
obliged, so far to restrict the use of the reading room and 
reference library, as to secure the safe preservation of the 
very valuable books and periodicals, now so freely offered 
to the use of all who desire to consult them. 

The funds in our hands remain substantially as stated in 
our last report, and we have expended for books and other 
expenses incident to their purchase, a sum not varying much 
from the income of our invested funds, and we still have be- 
tween twelve and thirteen thousand dollars invested which 
may be applied in tbe shape of principal or income to the 
purchase of books.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my sixth annual report, 
fov the year ending January 31, 1881. 

The information desired respecting the condition and pro- 
gress of the library, is so similar from year to year, that the 
necessary sameness of these reports, I trust, will be excused. 
The principal facts, however, you will expect, not only for 
your own satisfaction, but for that of the public, and for the 
information of the generations that are to come after us. 


THE ACCESSIONS 


made to the library during the past year have been as follows : 


By purchase 401 volumes, costing $574 17 
By binding 47 Bs ee 31 30 
By donations, 73 Re and 107 pamphlets, 


making a total of 521 volumes and 107 pamphlets, and cost- 
ing $606.07, not including the subscription price ($70.15) 
of the periodicals mostly bound semi-annually. 
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Thirteen of these volumes have been taken to replace the 
worn-out, lost and missing. Our donations have been add- 
ed mostly to the Public Document department, having been 
chiefly received from Washington and Boston. For a full 
list of our donations, (except the Natick Bulletin and Natick 
Citizen, still kindly presented by the publishers of each), 
see appendix. 

Fourteen volumes of Public Documents (duplicates) have 
been donated to the Bacon Free Library, at South Natick. 

Eight volumes have been worn out and removed from the 
circulation. Four others have been lost or spoiled and hon- 
orably paid for. 

776 catalogue cards have been printed with the pen the 
last year for the 421 volumes added to the circulation. 22 
other volumes have been added to the reference department. 

We would call attention to a few of the more costly and 
valuable works added the past year; as Webster’s Unabriged, 
with Supplement; Lippincott’s Gazetteer of the World, new 
edition; Bunbury’s History of Ancient Geography, two vol- 
umes; Art in America; Wilkelmann’s Ancient Art, two vol- 
vmes; Guilemin on the Forces of Nature; Beale’s How to 
work with the Microscope ; Eaton’s Ferns of North America, 
elegant, in two volumes; Lange on the Apocrypha; Smith’s 
Christian Antiquities; Mullen’s Sacred Books of the East, 
eight volumes; History of our Flag; History of Middlesex 
County, two volumes; Smith’s. Brazil; Lord Mahon’s Eng- 
land, seven volumes; Green’s History of the English Peo- 
ple completed; Bowen's Gleanings of a Literary Life, and 
several interesting biographies. | 

Among the volumes bound the last year, besides ordi- 
nary periodicals, may be mentioned our Natick papers, the 
Bulletin and Citizen, each two volumes in one, now conveni- 
ent for reference. Also two volumes of Maps of Battle-fields, 
on a large scale, useful to those reading the history of our 
late Rebellion, and desiring clear ideas of all the larger bat- 
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tles in that terrible struggle. We have also had bound twe 
large volumes of the Official Gazette of the U.S. Patent Office, 
and the yearly index to the same, making this work nearly 
complete for references, since 1874. Besides these new 
works, we have had 297 volumes rebound, costing $71.72. 
With the above named additions and modifications, the

In addition to the above bound volumes, we have 788 
miscellaneous pamphlets and unbound volumes, and 425 
numbers of unbound periodicals, old and new, making a total 
of 12,577 volumes and pamphlets. 533 volumes and 127 
pamphlets among the Public Documents are duplicates, and 
256 of these are Congressional Globes, any of which we 
should be glad to sell at a very moderate price, or to ex- 
change for an equivalent with other libraries. By rebinding, 
recovering and replacing the worn-out with new,when worthy, 
the library is kept in excellent condition. 


THE CIRCULATION. 


during the past year has been 30,757 volumes, a decrease 
from last year of 4,819, and less by 5,136 volumes than the 
year preceding, our climax year hitherto. We attributed 
the. small decrease of last year (3817 volumes) to the new 
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rule introduced in April of that year, by which every book 
loaned should be kept out over one library day, thus limit- 
ing the number of books loaned upon any card to two vol- 
umes per week. But the cause of this much larger decline 
must now be looked for in some other direction. We do 
not believe the people are becoming weary of the increasing 
privileges here enjoyed, or that all our valuable works have 
been carefully read, even by a single citizen. May not the 
chief cause be, in connection with the check mentioned above, 
that the general and happy revival of business has so absorb- 
ed the attention of many, as to leave far less leisure and 
strength for reading ? 

The library has been open for the delivery of books 187 
days and closed six library days, viz: on Washington’s birth- 
day, Independence, Agricultural fair, Fast, Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. 

The highest number of volumes loaned in one day was 552, 
the lowest 18, the daily average 164.48; the highest in one 
week was 913, the lowest 359, the average weekly 639.4, or 
90 volumes per week less than last year. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


This is imperfect, especially in the miscellaneous depart- 
ment, where are found many volumes of history, science, 
religion, poetry and general literature, as well as those 
properly classed miscellaneous. <A large portion of these 
should therefore be considered as withdrawn from this class, 
and added to those above named; perhaps one per cent. to 
each of the four first mentioned. The table below will thus 
show, approximately, how many volumes in the circulation 
belong to each class designated, the numbers loaned from 
each class, and the percentage of each for the last two years, 
not including the number of fined volumes or those renewed.

By comparing the percentage for the last two years in the 
above table, we notice that the readers of adult fiction have 
increased full three-fourths of one per cent., while those of 
juvenile fiction have fallen off one per cent, thus making pro-- 
gress, though slowly, in the right direction. It is quite in 
advance, however, of what it was six years since, when it 
was 52.7 per cent. instead of 73 as at present. To aid our 
young readers especially in choosing what is most useful, 
a partial selection of our best popular works has been placed 
upon the table for their consultation. The plan should be great- 
ly extended. Itis painful to see that still nearly three-fourths of 
all the works loaned are selected from the class of fiction, 
while our valuable works of history and biography, travels, 
science and art are so neglected, except by a select few. 
The question still remains, at least but partially answered, 
what can be done to improve the taste of our readers in se- 
lecting what is most valuable to be read? Will notall friends 
of sound learning aid in this work ? 


FINES AND INCIDENTAL EXPENSES. 


Lhe amount collected on 1,304 fined books was $91.69, six 
dollars more than last year. $6.60 additional was collected 
for waste-paper, and for lost or damaged books, making a 
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total of $98.29, and with 28 cents cash overplus $98.57. 
The miscellaneous expenses of the year, including postage, 
express, stationery, cleaning the library building, &c., were 
$39.24. The balance $50.33 has been paid over to Dea. J. 
QO. Wilson to meet other expenses, as cards, slips, labels, 
book covers, &c. Every book loaned for the past two 
years, has been returned or accounted for. In regard to the 
volume stolen last year on a citizen’s card, it may be proper 
to report, that it has been replaced, though by a second-hand 
volume, costing ten dollars, showing that the thief knew 
what he was about in selecting Drake’s History of Boston. 
We may add that this noted book-thief, having served a year 
in the Worcester House of Correction for like offences, pass- 
ed a night in our lock-up in November, and was taken to 
South Framingham the next morning, before Judge Esty, 
when he received fresh sentence for our stolen volume, and 
was taken to the House of Correction at Cambridge fer 
another year. I find the matter further reported in the Jan- 
uary number of the Library Journal, p. 9. 


CATALOGUES. 


The amount received from the sale of Catalogues the past 
year was $11.30, paid over to Capt. W. Drury, treasurer of 
the trustees. The condition of our printed Catalogues is 
becoming very imperfect. The class-list of Fiction of 1875, 
has been out of print for more than a year, and the class-list of 
History, Biography,Travels, and miscellaneous works, is now 
nearly exhausted, only three copies remaining. Thus the 
only printed Catalogues on hand are six yearly supplements. 
These supplements combined, embrace probably not over 
one-third the number of the volumes in circulation, and 
these in six alphabetical lists, not very convenient or satis- 
factory to those wishing to find any given volume in the 
library. 
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CARDS. 


The whole number of red library cards issued by certifi- 
cate since the opening of the Institute to Jan. 31, 1881, is 
4,108, an increase of 342 during the year; 370 of these 
cards have been retained with fines still unpaid; 248 are left 
for safe keeping, and 323 by reason of death, or removal 
from town, thus leaving 3,415 available for present use, 
excepting ten forfeited for a time by improper usage. ‘This 
shows an increase during the year of about 280 patrons of 
the library. 

8,383 volumes have been covered, and several hundreds 
more repaired by my faithful assistants during the year, at 
least twice as many as would be necessary, were all our 
people as neat and careful of the books as they ought to be. 
More covers are replaced because badly soiled, than because — 
worn out. These printed covers are expensive, and should 
be used with clean hands. 


READING AND REFERENCE ROOMS. 


These rooms are furnished with substantially the same pe- 
riodicals and works as last year, with several important addi- 
tions to the latter, as seen by the list appended to our Sup- 
plementary Catalogue. These rooms, as usual, have been 
visited by a large number of our readers, including many 
pupils from the public schools, most of whom seem deeply 
to appreciate these privileges. It must, however, be add- 
ed, though reluctantly, that a few occasionally visit these 
rooms, apparently not disposed or not able to appreciate such 
treasures, but come to have a good social time, disturbing 
serious readers, or at best, too often roughly handling our 
costly volumes for mere amusement. Too many forget that 
these rooms should be kept quiet as possible, and be visited 
mainly, at least, for careful reading and investigation. 
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From this review of the year, it will be seen that the libra- 
ry is steadily increasing in means of usefulness, and is being 
improved by a large number of our citizens. The door, 
however, is still open for larger additions, and much wider 
improvement. The people’s university should be eagerly 
patronized by all. 

Mr. E. T. Russell, the janitor, has been faithful in his de- 
partments of duty, and yet, running the furnaces and stove 
as far as prudence would allow, the librarians have at times, 
in the coldest days, been obliged to work with the thermome- 
ter ranging in the fifties, and occasionally below. 

It will be necessary soon to make further provisions for 
our Card Catalogue, as one of the alphabetical drawers is al- 
ready full, and others nearly so. Also to provide other new 
eases for our Public Documents, as a large number are now 
on the floor, for want of shelf-room.
